Berlin cannot give up her dreams 
of world conquest.

Both of them succeeded in hid­ 
ing their sex from the other sol­ 
dier# of their companies and 
the 
fact that they were women was 
only disclosed 
later 
when 
they 
were awarded pensions b* ihe gov­ 
ernment They ara the on* 7 wo­ 
men 
in American 
history 
who 
were paid penaiona by tho United 
States for actual military service. 
The Aret of these women war­ 
riors was 
Deborah Gannett, 
of 
Massachusetts. 
She enlisted April 
1781, In a Massachusetts regiment 
commanded by Col. Henry Jackson 
under the assumed name of Rob­ 
ert Bhurtleff and served until No­ 
vember, 1783, as a private soldier 
when she was honorably disoharg-I 
cd. She fought at the battle of 
Tarrytown, where she was wound­ 
ed and wa# in the ranks 
when 
Lord Cornwallis was captured by 
the Revolutionary 
troops. 
Her 
real identity was revealed 
after 
the war and in 1838 congress pass­ 
ed a special bill for tho relief of 
her heirs awarding them a pension 
in which 
she was 
described as 
"Deborah Gannett, a soldier of the 
Revolution.** 
The second 
was Albert 
D. J. 
Cashier, 
whose 
real nam# was 
Hodgers, 
but 
whose 
Christian 
name was never revealed. Sh* en­ 
listed as a private in Company O, 
95th Illinois Infantry, in August. 
1862, and w-as mustered out In Au­ 
gust. 1866. At the time she joined 
the urmy che was 19 years of agre, 
with blue eyes and auburn 
hair.

Although the education of the farmer is only one factor affect­ 
ing financial success in farming, it is a very important factor. 
Edu­ 
cation cannot overcome the handicaps of an unfavorable environ­ 
ment or the lack of practical experience. 
Neither is it an abso­ 
lute guaranty of success. 
For any individual farmer, however, edu­ 
cation improves the chances of achieving financial success. 
Farm 
management studies in this state and in other states have shown 
repeatedly that farmers with a high fchool education make more 
on the average than those without. 


In Tompkins county a survey of 769 farms showed that farmers 
with high school education were making nearly twice as much as 
those with only district school education, while those farmers with 
more than a high school education were making nearly three times 
as much as those with district school education. 
This was not due 
entirely to the advantage of greater capital, as the farmers with 
more than district school education make considerably larger in­ 
comes than those with the same capital having only a district school 
education.*

Evidently in spite of the extra time spent in school, the high 
school graduates, on the average, become tenants two years younger 
and owners four years younger than those farmers having only a dis­ 
trict school education. 
At a lower average age, they had accum u­ 
lated more than one-half larger capital and were making con­ 
spicuously larger labor incomes than those farmers with only dis­ 
trict school education.

FORCE OR PERSUASIAN 


This summer should witness not a little maneuver-1 
ing and the shaping of several booms for the Presi­ 
dency. 
From present indications there will he a 
lively contest for nominations in the conventions of 
both of the great parties. 
It is assumed, even without the recent bad taste 
announcements by his political friends, that Presi- 
I dent Harding will stand for renomination. 
But 
that he will have opposing candidates in the Republi­ 
can convention is probable. Just who will try con 
elusions with Mr. Harding does not yet appear. Pos­ 
sibly there may be several entries, 
As to the Democratic nomination, the field is open. 
No one candidate at present seems to have over­ 
whelming advantage. Several prom men; Democrats, 
all the way from New York and Alabama to Califor 
nla, ire “mentioned." 
As the months go by, these 
candidates will take more definite form and the 
relative strength of the aspirants will become ap­ 
parent. 


Says Gustave de Kerguezec, one of the leaders of 
the French senate: 
“Let us create, while there is time, a real league of 
nations. 
The present one is useless because it is un­ 
armed. 
Arm a new one, and it can command peace.’’ 
This is n direct opposition to the view expressed by 
Lord Robert Cecil, one of the active workers in the 
present League of Nations. 
He argues that any such 
world organization can be made to work only through 
persuasion. 
Convince the people of any nation, he 
says, that a certain international policy is* good for 
them, and they will accept it. 
But force, he insists, 
antagonizes people's minds and never accomplishes 
anything permanent. 
It is this latter view that has been generally ac­ 
cepted in America, though there have been plenty of 
advocates of "a league with teeth in it’’. 
Thus Ar­ 
ticle X, because of its apparent obligation to contrib­ 
ute armed forces in case of need, was hotly opposed. 
The present league seems destined tji live. 
It is 
likely, however, that the struggle waged around the 
league in the future will be between these two an­ 
tagonistic principles— force and persuasion. 
For the benefit of the French champion of an armed 
league able of itself to police the world, it may be 
said safely enough that his ideal can be realized, if 
at all, only after long trial and training under the 
persuasion policy. 
Nations are ail very scary, as 
yet, regarding an international police force.
